Be Started in 1947 — 
or Later? 


EVER SINCE the disastrous flood of St, Patrick’s day in 
1936 the people of Cumberland have been vitally concerned 
about flood control. Many patient hours have been spent by 
leading citizens in devising plans for an adequate project. 
United States army engineers were brought into the picture 
.surveys were made, plans were developed, revived and unproved 
in an effort to obtain a well-rounded-out program 
The as­ 
sistance of local, county and state expert* was enlisted Local 
agencies notably the chamber of commerce and Dr Koons 
citizens committee, contributed their earnest effort* 
Time went on as these efforts were continued and wh* i 
the war broke out and necessarily held all work in abeyance, 
the efforts were continued with the purpose of making thi a 
No I postwar project as a means of aiding in the reconvei ion 
period and giving employment to servicemen and others need­ 
ing it as a result of the war. 
In all that time, city authorities gave some thought and 
effort to the project, aiding it in some respects, but mostly 
rendering lip service. In none of the last four or live city cam­ 
paigns, however, was this raised as an outstanding issue City 
primary and general election campaigns were waged chiefly on 
minor affairs, largely personal squabbles 
This newspaper believes that, in view of the time, efforts 
and money given to the development of a comprehensive and 
adequate flood control project, the time is at hand to make 
this the chief issue in city affairs. Several hundred thousand 
dollars has already been spent on the development of the 
project, the postwar period is on us and w'hile the plans are 
ready, something definite toward getting the project under 
way should be undertaken. 
It was with this in mind, a* well as that of a needed addi­ 
tion of a water main from Lake Gordon to the city water plant, 
that ‘ Tile Cumberland News” asked the nominees for mayor 
and councilmen to express themselves on these two outstand­ 
ing projects, which should properly be considered tile chief 
issues in this campaign. 
All but one have responded and all of them have indicated 
their approval of the two projects as primary issues in the 
present campaign. The other, De Lisle E Chaney, nominee 
for council, has not yet expressed himself, but he has been out 
of the city. 
It I* the studied opinion of “The News” that the candi­ 
dates should express themselves also with respect to the op­ 
portunity ai getting flood control started here as speedily a* 
possible. It will be the chief concern of the oncoming new 
administration. 
Another important community project, the 
overhead bridge, most likely cannot come to a head during 
the tenure of the new administration. 
Army engineer plans indicate that the work on the project 
can be started by early next year. The further steps that mu-; 
be taken have already been noted in the news columns 
Ll 
order to get the work under way then, it will be necessary to 
provide the funds for it. The city has already been given 
authority from the legislature to issue 1800.000 in bonds for 
tills work. Additional funds will be necessary 
To provide 
them legislative authority will have to be obtained and at the 
next session of the legislature, which will begin next January. 
The action must be taken without a referendum provision if 
the work is to be started next year. Otherwise it would be 1948 
before the people could vote on a bond question
